PERFORMANCE, 

On the Union Course, L. I., when 3 vears old, 
Sir Lovell ran a match against a Dimviddie 
Colt of C*. R. Colden’s, three mile heats, and won, 
distancing his antagonist : — w hen 4 years old he 
won the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
Course, L. I. beating five good horses. In the fall 
of the same year he was trained again, and ran 
or the purse, two mile heats, over the Pough- 

keepsie course, which he won with ease, beating 
Hotspur, 'Pimoleon, and a number of other cele- 
brated horses. 'Phe night following, his groom 
foundered liim — ii(>twMhsia..ding, on the last day 
of the same monih, (Ortrrher) he tvon a sweep- 
stake, 3 mile heats, over ihe New Market (murse, 

L. L, beating (irey Roman (out <»f Ariel’s dam) 
and many olheis. ! 11 the winter follow ing, he was 
sold to a gentleman of Pennsylvania, and waste 
he delivered to him on the 1st of .Vpiil, in cover- 
ing condition— the contiaci not having been made 
good oil the part of the purchaser, he was again 
pul in tiainiiig and commenced walking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
hew'asvery fleshy— notwiihsianding , on the 12th 
day of May following, he was entered for the $400 
puise. three mile heats, which he won with ease, 
cariying 122lhs. heating the famous mare Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid • -(ime , first heat 5m. 
47s. — second heal, 5in. .53s. 'Paking into con 
sidetaiion the very shmt time he had been in (rain- 
ing (fi*'c weeks) thisiace was consideied as one 
of ilte best ever run 011 Long Island, and at once 
stamped SIR LOVELL as a first rate race horse. 
Lithe ensuing week, he ran with .Ariel for the 
$500 purse, four mile heats, at Poughkeepsie, 
where he won the first heal in great t^ne,7in. 
50s. coii-idering the state of the romse, wliich 
was veiy heavy— the sec onr^ heat lie led (he mare 
three and three quarter miles, when she pa»sed 
him and won lUe heat — he was then withd^iwii. 

J Pttere was no jot keying at the time; it was ow- 
ing to his want of sufficient training that he lost 
(he race. 'Pvvotlays afierwards, over the same 
course, he iot>k the $200 purse — two mile heats — 
beating Lady Hunter, Maiylaini Eclipse, and 
Malloii— litre, first heal 3m.

AN ADDRESS. 

Delivered by S. F. .Viiviiii of Texas, to a very 
large audience of F.adips and (Gentlemen in the 
gecnn.l Presbyicrian Chiircli, Louisville, Iven- 
tucky, on the 7lli .March, 18.36. 

IConclu'led from our last.) 

To return to the declaration of the 7ih 
of November last, it will he observed 
that it Is a total separation from Mexico 
— an absolute deolaration of independ- 
ence — in the even! of the destruction of 
the federal compact or sy stem, and the 
establishment of centralism. This event 
has taken place, 'I'he federal compact 
is di.ssolved, and a central or eonsoliila- 
ted government is est.ihlishcd. 1 there- 
fore repeat th it the present position of 
Texas is ahaolnt'.' independence: — a po- 
sition in which we have been placed hv 
the unconstim ional and revoliilionary 
acts of the Mexican government. The 
people of'I’oxas firmly adhered to the 
last moment, to the conslitn ion which 
they and the whole nation h id sworn to 
support. 

The govoi nnr>ent of .Mexico h.ave not 
— the parly now in power have over- 
turned tho constiliitiorinl government 
and violated their oaths — they have sep 
nrated from their ohhA.iliotis, fr^m their 
duty ami from the people of Texas; ami, 
Qonso<iiu ntly, they arc the true rebels. 
So far from being grateful, as Ih.iy ought 
to be, to tho poop c of 'Texas for havin_' 
given value to that country, and for 
having adhered to their duly and con- 
stitnlioiial obligations, the Mexicans 
charge ns with these very nets as evi- 
dence of ingriililmle. Men of judgmer.l 
and impartiality must decide this point, 
nnd determine vvho has been, and now 
is ungrateful. 

In order to make the position of Tex- 1 
ns more clear to the vvoi PI, a convention I 
has been called to meet the first of 
March, and is no dunht now in session, 
for the express purpose of pnhlishing’a 
positive and nnqiMliried declaration of 
independence 'nnd org.inizing a perma- 
nent government. 

Under tiie declaration of 7th Novem- 
ber, a provincial guvernmciit has been 
organized, compo.«ed of an executive 
head or governor, a legislative ooiincil, 
and a judiciary. A regular army has 
been formed, wlii- li is now on the wes- 
tern fjontiers prepared to repel an in- 
vasion should one be attempted. A na- 
val force has been filled out which is 



light and liberty , of religious toleration 
and pure religion. To siip|)osc that such 
a cause will fail, when defended by .‘Vn- 
glo-Saxon blood, by .Americans, and on 
the limits, nnd at the very door of tills 
free and philanthropic and magnanimous 
nation, would he caliimnv against re- 
publicanism and freedom, against a no- 
ble race, and against the philanthropic 
[irinciplcs of the people of the United 
Stales. I therefore repeat that we con- 
sider onr resources sulfieicnl to eft’ect onr 
independence against the Alexicans, who 
<ire disorganized and eiifi ehled by revJ 
olutions, and almost destitute of funds or 
credit. Ano'hcr interesting question 
which naturally occurs to every one is, 
w hai great benefits and advantages are 
to result to phi hi nth ropy and religion, or 
to the people of these United States from 
the cinanci|)alion of Texas? To this 
we rc|)ly, that ours is most truly ami 
cniphaticniiy the cause of liberty, which 
is the cause of [>hila ii’ hropy , of religion, 
of mankind; for in its train follow free- 
dom of conscience, pure m -rality, enter- 
prise, tlie arts and sciences, all that is 
dear to the noble mind ami the free, all 
that renders life precious. On this 
[irineipic the Greeks and the Tides, and 
nil others who have struggled for liberty , 
have received the svin|>alhies or aid of 
tho people of Iho United Spates; on ihi- 
principle the liberal |>arly in priest rid- 
den Spain, is now receiving the aid of 
high minded and free tjorn Englisinen; 
on this same principle Texas expects 
to receive the sympathies and aid of 
heir lirethren, the people of the United 
Stairs, an I of the freemen of all iialion.s. 
But the Greeks and the Ihdes are not 
parallel case.s wiili ours — they are no' 
the sons and daughters of Anglo-.Vmeri- 
cans. We are. We look to this happy 
land as to a fond in dher from who e ho-
